Many Wary of U.S. Motives 


World poll cites pockets of deep suspicion over war on terror 


WAS H I N G TO N I A majority of people living in 
Jordan, Morocco, Pakistan and Turkey believe 
the United States is conducting its campaign 
against terror to control oil in the Middle East 
and to dominate the world, according to an 
international study released Tuesday. 

The governments in all four Muslim- 
majority countries have strong ties with the 
US. government. 

A sizable number of people in France, 
Germany and Russia also have such suspi- 
cions, according to the Pew Global Attitudes 
Project. The polls were taken in February, 


before the train bombings last week in Spain 
that killed at least 201 people. 

When people in the nine countries — 
including Britain and the United States — 
were asked whether they thought the cam- 
paign against terrorism was a sincere effort 
to reduce international terrorism, majorities 
in France, Germany and the four Muslim- 
majority countries said no. 

Almost half in Russia also felt it was not, 
while majorities in Britain and the United 


States said they believed the campaign was 
a sincere effort to fight terrorism. 

The surveys found considerable cynicism 
and anger among the Muslim-majority coun- 
tries a year after the US. invasion of Iraq. And 
they found a growing desire among European 
countries for a balance of power between the 
European Union and the United States. 

“Europeans want to check our power,” said 
Andrew Kohut, of the Pew Research Center for 
the People & the Press. “There’s considerable 
support for making the European Union as 
powerful as the United States.” will lester (ap)

For Sniper Suspect 


Report says McCoy s 
family may have given 
evidence to police 

COLUMBUS, OHIO I The man wanted 
by police in a deadly string of high- 
way sniper attacks has a history of 
mental illness and is believed to have 
a semiautomatic pistol and ammu- 
nition, authorities said Tuesday. 

Charles A. McCoy Jr., 28, lived 
with his mother within miles of 
where the gunman’s bullets killed 
a passenger, shattered windshields, 
dented school buses and drilled into 
homes and a school. 

“McCoy has had mental health 
issues in the past and is currently 
not on medication,” the Franklin 
County Sheriff’s Office said in a 
bulletin released to police depart- 
ments across the country. “He is 
believed to have suicidal or homi- 
cidal tendencies.” 

Authorities identified McCoy 
as a suspect Monday and released 
his picture, vehicle description and 
license plate. 


Chief Deputy Steve Martin would 
not say what evidence led investiga- 
tors to McCoy, but newspaper and 
television reports said Tuesday that 
McCoy’s family gave authorities at 
least one of his guns. 

The Columbus Dispatch, citing 
unidentified sources, said a relative 
contacted police and said McCoy 
could be a suspect. It said McCoy’s 
father, Charles Sr., 
later gave police 
a 9 mm Beretta 
handgun, and on 
Monday it was bal- 
listically matched 
to some of the bul- 
let fragments recov- 
ered in the shootings. 

The bulletin said McCoy was still 
believed to have a semiautomatic 
pistol and ammunition. 

Since May, two dozen sniper 
shootings have targeted vehicles 
and buildings around Interstate 270, 
which circles Columbus, and other 
highways. Most ofthe shootings have 
happened since October; the latest

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Nuclear Guards Undertrained 


Energy Dept, report 
raises eoneern plants 
vulnerable to attaek 

WASHINGTON I Nuclear weapons 
plants have eliminated or reduced 
training for guards responsible for 
repelling terrorist attacks, leaving 
the government unable to guaran- 
tee the plants can be adequately 
defended, the Energy Department’s 
internal watchdog said Tuesday. 

One plant has reduced train- 
ing hours by 40 percent, and 


some plants conduct tactical train- 
ing only in classrooms, according 
to a report from the department’s 
inspector general. 

Some contractors fear that 
injuries among guards during 
training exercises could reduce 
bonus payments from the gov- 
ernment, the report said. Guards 
typically receive 320 hours of 
training. 

Only one of 10 plants surveyed, 
Hanford, Wash., trains guards in 
the basic use of a shotgun, accord- 
ing to the report. None of the plants 


teaches guards howto rappel down 
buildings or cliffs because of con- 
cerns that guards might be injured. 
The report noted that one guard 
died rappelling in 1995. 

The National Nuclear Security 
Administration, which protects 
nuclear plants, acknowledged 
in a letter responding to the 
inspector general that training 
for guards has suffered because 
of overtime demands at weapons 
plants. It promised to review train- 
ing to make sure it was adequate.

U.S. District Judge Ernest Torres 
said leaking the FBI videotape vio- 
lated a federal court protective order 
that prohibited any of the attorneys, 
investigators or defendants from 
disseminating tapes connected 
to the case.

Foreign aid workers 
come under attack

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Drive -by gunmen 
killed two Europeans working on a 
water project south of the Iraqi capi- 
tal Tuesday, bringing to six the num- 
ber of foreign humanitarian work- 
ers cut down in shooting attacks in 
Iraq over the past two days.

Lax Safety Cited in 
Brazil Rocket Blast 

BRASILIA, BRAZIL I Lax space pro- 
gram management contributed to 
a series of technical errors that led 
to a rocket explosion in which 21

Survey finds al Qaeda 
leader seen favorably 
in several countries 

WASHINGTON! Nearly two -thirds of 
people in Pakistan hold favorable 
views of al Qaeda leader Osama bin 
Laden, and nearly half said suicide 
bombings in Iraq are justifiable, 
according to a new poll. 

The Pew Global Attitudes Project 
survey found that 65 percent favored 
bin Laden and that 46 percent 
thought attacks against Westerners 
in Iraq were justified. The findings 
are significant because U.S. troops 
are trying to find bin Laden in the 
mountainous region on the border 


of Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

Pakistan was one of four 
Muslim-majority countries in the 
survey, which included Turkey, 
Jordan and Morocco. More than 
half of those in Jordan and almost 
half of those polled in Morocco had 
a favorable view of bin Laden. 

The governments in all four 
countries have strong ties with 
the U.S. government. 

Pakistanis also held negative 
views of President Bush — 67 per- 
cent compared with 7 percent posi- 
tive views. 

The Washington-based poll- 
ing group surveyed 1,220 people 
face-to-face in Pakistan’s urban

French Rock Star

I The House and 
Senate adjourned the 2004 ses- 
sion Tuesday night without agree- 
ing on a new budget to fund state 
government for the next two years 
and orders from Gov.

Prosecutor excoriates execs in closing argument 


NEW YORK I Two Tyco International 
executives stole hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars from the company 
“with both fists” to feed their lav- 
ish lifestyles, a prosecutor said in 
closing arguments Tuesday. 

Prosecutor Ann Donnelly reject- 
ed defense arguments that former 
Tyco chief executive L. Dennis 
Kozlowski and his top financial 
officer are on trial because they 
are rich. 

“They are here because they 
thought they were above the law, 
that rules that applied to others 
didn’t apply to them,” she told the

jury. “They are here because they 
stole huge amounts of money.” 

Kozlowski and Mark H. Swartz, 
the former financial officer, are 
accused of looting Tyco of $600 
million. The prosecution has pre- 
sented evidence of the pair’s excess- 


es — including a video tour of an 
$18 million Tyco - owned Manhattan 
apartment. Donnelly said a now- 
infamous $6,000 shower curtain 
in the maid’s bathroom is just one 
of the extravagances Kozlowski lav- 
ished upon himself. 

“The shower curtain,” she said, 
“was a bargain.” 

Kozlowski, 57, and Swartz, 43, 
are accused of stealing $170 mil- 
lion by taking unauthorized bonus- 
es and abusing company loan pro- 
grams, and netting an additional 
$430 million by manipulating Tyco 
stock prices. 

Jurors were expected to get the

Bargain Hunters 
Lift Wall Street 

NEW YORK I Wall Street looked past 
an underwhelming statement by the 
Federal Reserve on Tuesday and 
rebounded smartly as bargain 
hunters picked up stocks battered 
by a week of heavy losses. 

Stocks bounced around as inves- 
tors awaited the Fed’s decision on 
interest rates, and then fell in dis- 
appointment on its assessment that 
job creation is lagging. 

But bargain hunters restored 
the market’s momentum late in 
the session. The Dow Jones indus- 
trial average rose 81.78, or 0.8 per- 
cent, to 10,184.67. (AP) 


WAS H I N GT 0 N I Federal Reserve pol- 
icy-makers, worried about compa- 
nies’ inability to create new jobs, 
held interest rates at a 45 -year low 
on Tuesday and signaled anew that 
they will be slow to order any future 
increase that could cramp the econ- 
omy’s recovery. 

Some economists said it was 
very likely that the Fed would 
not raise its target for the federal 
funds rate, the interest that banks 
charge each other, from 1 percent 
until sometime in 2005. That repre- 
sented a change from the previous 
view that the Fed simply would wait 
until after the November election 


before starting to raise rates. 

“The Fed is going to stand pat 
indefinitely,” said Sung Won Sohn, 
chief economist at Wells Fargo in 
Minneapolis. “There is little likeli- 
hood that the Fed will even think 
about raising rates in 2004.” 

That would be good news for bor- 
rowers who are already enjoying the 
lowest interest rates in more than 
four decades. Commercial banks’ 
prime lending rate, the benchmark 
for millions of consumer and busi- 
ness loans, has been at 4 percent, 
the lowest level since 1958, since 
the Fed last cut rates by a quarter- 
point last June, (ap)

Kiesewalter said. “So we thought 
we’d adapt operate our sensibilities 
and at least present more modern 
interpretations.” 

A good example here is the over- 
ture to Rossini’s “Barber of Seville,” 
which the company performs live. 
“Everyone’s heard it from the Bugs 
Bunny cartoon — which we refer- 
ence,” Kiesewalter noted.

Pop Goes the Aria 


East Village Opera Co. gets down with classics 


I N N 0 VAT 1 0 N S I Opera-pop crossover 
acts are becoming a veritable cot- 
tage industry, but the East Village 
Opera Co. is markedly different.

M U S I C I If the real Franz Ferdinand 
had rocked as hard as the band that 
bears the Austrian archduke’s name, 
there would have been no need for 
World War 1. 

There’s less at stake for the 
Scottish quartet on its eponymous 
album from Domino, unless swag- 
gering, highly danceable rock ’n’ roll 


suddenly assumes an unexpected 
role in determining the interna- 
tional order. 

That’s not such a bad idea, either 
— this Franz Ferdinand embraces a 
multilateral approach by cramming 
together raucous indie -rock guitar, 
crazy disco beats and bits of funk 
and sunny ’60s-style folk pop. 

It’s an odd amalgam of sounds, 
but the results are magnificent. 

Chugging guitar on “Take Me

ROAD TEST I The word “Volvo” derives 
from the Latin word revolvo, which 
roughly translates as “I rotate.” 

I rotate? Six months of frozen 
darkness every year, and the best the 
company’s founding fathers could 
come up with was “I rotate”? 

Sometime in the 1950s, Volvo 
sexed up its corporate logo, adding 
to the circle an arrow pointing at a 
provocative angle — the universal 
symbol for maleness — that was 
intended to denote vitality.

politics are distinctly distaff, with 
safety and familial obligation eas- 
ily trumping the sorts of values 
cherished by the aroused arrows 
of the world. 

Little known and less appreci- 
ated are Volvo’s performance vari- 
ants, the T5s, which infuse the com- 
pany’s safe-and-sane offerings with 
not-insignificant amounts of tes- 
tosterone. 

For example: The latest S40 T5 
is powered by a turbocharged 2.5- 
liter inline -5 engine producing 218 
horsepower and 236 pound-feet of 
torque, a respectable bit of rotating 
vitality capable of pulling our test 
car to 60 mph in 6.3 seconds. 

The S40 solidifies its base, as

case of rollover. 

But the S40 T5 reaches beyond 
Volvo’s typical, sobriety-at-all- 
costs constituency with elegant, 
even inspired design-haus touch- 
es. The car’s signature hardware is 
its metallic central console, a curved 
panel bridging empty space between 
the gearshift and the upper dash. 

On the macro-ergonomics side, I 
can’t understand why Volvo design- 
ers situated the ignition lock directly 
behind the thick windshield-wiper 
stalk. This makes it difficult to turn 
the key without flipping on the wip- 
ers, and positively no one looks cool 
doing this. 

Overall, with its six-speed man- 
ual transmission, pleasantly hefted 
and quick steering, firm -yet- com- 
pliant ride and well- damped body 
motions, the S40 T5 is a hugely lik- 
able sports sedan and $30,000 well 
spent. I encourage you to sit in one.

Flaw Found in New GMs

RECALLS, ETC. I General Motors 
Corp. has discovered a problem 
with some 2004 full-size pickup 
trucks, sport utility vehicles and 
vans that could cause transmis- 
sions for many as 8,000 vehicles 
already on the road to fail. 

The company said Monday it also 
asked dealers not to sell or deliver 
more vehicles with the transmis- 
sions from its Willow Run plant to 
customers until they can be inspect- 
ed. The automaker said the problem 
does not pose a safety issue. 

The transmissions could fail 
because of a faulty pump that may 
prevent lubrication from reaching 
overdrive gearset bearings. 

About 25,000 vehicles — 
including the Chevrolet Express 
and Silverado, GMC Suburban, 
Sierra, Savana and Yukon XL and 
W4 medium- duty truck — are at 
risk, spokeswoman Debbie Frakes 


said. Only about a quarter of them 
are likely to actually have the prob- 
lem, she said. 

In addition to about 8,000 
vehicles that have been delivered 
to customers, another 17,000 were 
in transit between assembly plants 
and dealers when the problem was 
discovered. Shipping from plants 
was stopped Friday and the prob- 


lem corrected that day. 

GM owners are being told to use 
third gear rather than overdrive 
until they can have their vehicles 
inspected for no cost at a dealer- 
ship service center. GM is notify- 
ing vehicle owners of the potential 
problem through phone calls and 
letters, but there is no recall because 
it is not a safety issue. 


General Motors Corp. is recalling 

93,572 Oldsmobile Aurora sedans 
because fuel can leak into the engine 
and start a fire, the federal govern- 
ment said Friday. 

The recall affects Auroras from 
the 1995-1997 model years. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration said it has 
received 123 complaints about the 
problem. In one case, a fire start- 
ed while the vehicle was parked in 
a garage attached to a home. The 
vehicle was destroyed and the home 
was damaged, NHTSA said. 

The agency said the fuel is leak- 
ing because the nylon tubing used in 
the fuel rail can degrade and crack. 
Owners will be notified later this 
spring of GM’s plans to repair the 
vehicles. 

DaimlerChrysler AG is recall- 
ing 34,561 Pacifica sport utility 
vehicles and 14,621 Jeep Grand 
Cherokees because their engines 
could stall without warning and 
cause a crash. Vehicles from the 
2004 model year are affected in 
those recalls, (ap)

Spain’s Pain

ist bombings and the political climate. 


The message I hear from Spain is 
that you can be against terrorism 
and oppose the war in Iraq — a dis- 
tinction that many in the U.S. don’t 
understand. 

In Spain, 99 percent of the peo- 
ple are against any kind of terrorism 
— FTA, the Basque terrorist group, 
or al Qaeda — but are mostly pacif- 
ic. In the case of the Iraq war, most 
Spaniards think it was an illegal war; 
that there were no weapons of mass 
destruction and that President Bush 
would have gone to war even if he 
had known this because he wanted 
a war in the first place. 

Do you feel the results of Sunday’s 
election in Spain and the new prime 
minister’s desire to pull troops 
from Iraq are directly related to 
Thursday’s attacks? 

Prime Minister- elect Jose Luis 
Rodriguez Zapatero had already 
announced before the elections that 
he would withdraw Spanish troops 
from Iraq if he won. It’s very possible 
that without the terrorist attacks he 
wouldn’t have won. The polls were 
clearly favorable to former Prime 
Minister Jose Maria Aznar and no 
one even thought the Socialist party 
would be able to win. 

One of the reasons the Socialists 
were ousted in the first place was 
because after so many years in 
power there was a lot of corrup- 
tion. Have they cleaned up their 
act? Are there any new safeguards 
to avoid a repeat? 

Socialists have been out of the 
government for eight years and we 
hope corruption doesn’t come back. 
Journalists will keep a close eye on 
Zapatero and his team, reminding 
him of his electoral promises and 
denouncing any kind of corrup- 
tion.
